Kind SIR, 

| He many Favours that you have formerly vouchſafed, has oblged me ſo much, 

as that I chink my ſelf bound to make you areturn, etpecially in fo facile a way 
as you have injoyned me, as to give you an Account of what occurs here from 
time to time, and more eſpecially any thing from Uubl:7 or helund, 

On the 4th. inſtant from Dubizn, came one Collonel Daynes's Servant, who made his 
Eicape in an o5en Boat, who giv-s an Account that all che /r:ſþ chat were Quarrered in 
Dublin, were removed to the Hill of 7azah ; though they made all the Oppoſition they 
could againſt ir, and allo marched out of the City with very much Regret, bur all ro no 
purpole; for ſuch was the Aſcendency of the French Faction there, b-ing fo overaw?*d 
by che Ulſurping Authoricy of that Tyrant their Maſter ; 1o that what they lay is a Law : 
Whereupon 3090 French were Quarrered in their room, and fince has been to Rapa- 
cious and Cruel, that they have Robbed aad Plundered ſeveral of the Proteſtants, and 
has committed other great Outrages ; nay, in particular, one great Villany was perpe- 
trated on an Jriſþ Lientenant by a French Officer ; they beiug iwogether in Company, they. 
Quarrelled and fought , but the /-iſþ Man worſting the French Man, he immediately left 
him, and going to his Lodging, he fetrcht his Fuzee, and watching his opportunity, ſhoc 
the 1riſh Officer dead through che Back, upon which he was taken and carrved away 
Priſoner to the Caſtle, and the J/r:ſþ made all the interett they could for Jaitice ; yer 


none could be had : The French eſpouſing his caule in great numbers, and 10 was 1er ac Li- 
berty 
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berty, without giving the leaft Satisfaction : Which has exceedingly diſguſted the Iriſh, 
He 1ays likewiſe, that it is reported there, that the late King will have 30000 men in the 
Field this Summer, and it is feared will be as ſoon in the Field as we, if we be not before 
Fune ; for their graſs was very forward, eſpecially all about Dablin. He allo fays, 
that the late King had an expreſs from Charlemont, giving an account that they were {o 
cloſe blockt up, and the number of men that were beaten back by the Eng!iſh, were 
reduc to ſo great extremity, as that they were forct to eat Horle-fleſh, Which News 
was Confirmed by ſome Letters from Belfaft of the 4th. inſtant: Which {ay, that 
though they have had no late Action, yet the Army was divided into four Bodies, 
and are March't ſeveral ways towards the Enemy, the General leaving behind 1500, 
men clofely to Beſiege Charlemont. 

Some Letters now Arrived from Belfa/#, give an account that a Deſerter was come 0- 
ver to our Forces out of Charlemont, andinformed them that the Garriion was in ex- 
tream want of Proviſions, and that they had no Mat but Horſe-Fleſh, and mult of force 
Surrender in few days. 

Theſe Letters add, that a Lady with about 40. Women and Children, were come to 
our Army in the North, having no. Cloaths, but a few Raggs to covertheir Nakednefs, 

The Lady faith, that for ſome conſiderable time, ſhe Defended her own Houſe againſt the 
Enemy ; butat laſtafter a Deſperate and Bloody Encounter, ſhe was forc't to Surrender 
upon Articles, viz. That they ſhould not burn it, and ler her carry away her Goods, but 
the Enemy no ſooner was in pofſefiion, but rhey pall'd down the greateſt part of the 
Houle, and plundered her of all ſhe had. 

We havean Account here, that in the laſt great Defeat of the Fighlanders,that Collonel 
Canon was taken, and that in the {earchof the Dead, rhe Lord Loqueil was found ktll'd, 

We have an Account here, that a {mall Veſſel was lent from Dablin by ihe late King 
for the Highlands of Scotland; which putin to a bliad narrow Creek between High- Lake, 
and Wier, to be ſupplyed with Powder and Ball , ſhe had 1000. Arms on Board, but 
was there wich the men ſeized, and upon the Examinatton of the Maſter and Men, they 
gave Information that ſome men of //zer, and who they were that was ro furniſh them with 
Powder and Ball for that Expedition , and fo thereupon leized; of which I will if Ican 
give you a farther acccunt by my next, and with which I ſhall conclude, wich my re- 
ſpects to all Friends, and {o reſt,
